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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 3, 16 & 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicant states that the housing is constructed of a 
board; the examiner does not know if this means (a) cardboard, (b) a board of wood (c) 
a board of a "poly" type material or some other type of material. Consequently, the 
claims are indefinite. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 7-15 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot dependent on another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 7-15 have not been further 
treated on the merits. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4-6, 17-18 & 20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the claims as supported by the specification differs from the prior art in that it 
does not teach a device for cleaning exhaust gases from vehicles in which the device 
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material is completely destructible by means of incineration and has a body containing 
immobilized activated carbon evenly distributed.
